ONK of the most singular incidents 
connected with the burning of the 
Opera Comiquo, says a Paris letter, 
was the wonderful escape from death 
of one of the chorus-.singers. 
On the 
first alarm he had rushed up-stairs to 
his di-e.ssing-room on the fourth floor to 
save his small possessions, and on ar- 
riving there, overcome with heat and 
smoke, lie had fallen on the floor in a 
swoon, 
Tliere he lay in a state of utter 
insensibility for over two hours. His 
dressing-room was fortunately situated 
in an angle of the bu'lding which the 
flames did not reach, the state of syn- 
cope in which he was had suspended 
xesijiration, and so, unharmed by the 
fire or by the i)oisonous smoke and 
gases 
evolved 
from 
the burning 
scenery, he remained there in safety 
while death and destruction were riot- 
ing around him. 
It was long past 11 
o'clock when he came to his senses and 
realized the horror and danger of his 
position. 
He made his escape by a 
staircase leading to the Rue de Mari- 
vaux, and on finding himself in safety- 
he once more became unconscious and 
was takeu to a pharmacy, from whence 
he was transferred to a hospital. A 
few days ago he was discharged, cured, 
after suflering severely from his long 
sojtmrn in the pestilential atmosphere 
of the burning building. 
He can now 
boast of being the only person who re- 
mained for two hours in the Opera 
Comiqtie after the fire broke out, and 
who then escaped not only alive, but 
comparatively unhurt.

has material bought and on the ground to fin- 
ish the same. He seems willing to pay the 
forfeit, but I thought maybe the city would 
rather have the work promptly done than re- 
cover a forfeit and re-advertise for bids. My 
reason for reporting back is that court does 
not meet sooner than September 5, and there- 
fore no time is lost in asking for direct in- 
struction. 


2. The finance committee retjuests me to re- 
port upon the questions of city license and 
the remedy of the city against those doinir 
business openly, without the license required 
by the ordinances. 
The fault Is with t h e 
marsha!. It is his business to know whether 
or not a person condnctingr a business openly, 
requirinji- a license, has or has not such li- 
cense. The mayor, clerk, marehal, attorney, 
or no other city officer has the right to allow 
anyone the permission of conducting a busi- 
ness requiring license to run the same without 
a license. The clerk should give the names of 
all those whose licenses have expired to the 
marshal and if ho finds any such conducting 
their business file an affidavit against 
them. 
No person should be notified to get his li- 
cense, If he fails he should be fined and 
when It is known that they will be fined un- 
less tSey have such license, all will 
procure 
their licenses as a matter of duty. A bad 
habit that has grown upon the council is the 
introducing of resolutions calling upon city 
officers to discharge outies put upon them by 
the charter and the ordinances. The proper 
resolutions would be one requesting such offi- 
cer to answer to this council why such duty is 
not performed without waiting for orders 
from the council.
